Digging Cyclone Cellars.

Compensation Under the Bill. 


For the use of State street for seven miles 
for forty years the Chicago City railway 
will pay $14,000; for the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue line, some twelve miles, it will pay 
$24,000.

For West 
Madison street the West Side company will 
pay about $10,000. And so on through the 
trunk lines.

Three-Cent Fares and $1,000,000. 


If the people choose to take their percent- 
age in the shape of a reduced fare instead 
of having 25 per cent paid into the city 
treasury the company buying the franchise 
could easily make a three-cent fare and 
would pay not less than $1,000,000 for the 
franchise if given for forty years, as con- 
templated in the Humphrey bill. 

All this ts what the men who inspired 
the Humphrey bill foresaw when they de- 
termined to take advantage of the present 
lull in the agitation for lower street car 
fares and push through a bill which would 
stand like a stone wall against all efforts 
in the future to dislodge them from the 
public streets. They bowed to the popular 
demand for compensation by offering $2,000 
a mile. This was not for one year, but for 
forty years.

Effect on Suburban Lines. 


On the other hand, the lines which run 
through sparsely populated regions and 
whose officers have had to work to get the 
money together to pay operating expenses, 
are called upon to pay as much for the use 
of country roads as are the trunk lines in 
the heart of the city. The Calumet Electric, 
to carry which caused the biggest bank 
failure in the history of the New World, 
must pay $2,000 a mile for the use of 
roads running through the duck-hunting 
grounds of the Calumet, the same price as is 
charged for the use of State or Madison 
street. 

Nor is the Calumet Electric alone in the 
position of having been built for the future, 
There are a number of suburban roads radi- 
ating from the settled regions of the city 
whose profits and hopes lie in the future, 
Their owners are doing the people a serv- 
ice in continuing to run them. In putting 
money into their construction, an act of 
philanthropy to hundreds of property-own- 
ers along the lines was performed. 


Motive of Compensation Clatse. 


Making the compensation uniform at $2,000 
a mile was no oversight, however. Mr. 
Yerkes knew that if he asked the Legis 
lature to give him the use of Madison street 
for forty years for $10,000 the town would 
laugh his bill out of the Legislature. All 
were bunched together, the better to con- 
ceal the absurdity of the offer.

For Congress to Say. 


Getting statues accepted by Congress is 
another matter. The Capitol is under the 
exclusive control of the two brahches of 
Congress, and nothing can be put within its 
walls on which the two Houses do not agree. 
This is strikingly Ulustrated by the fact that 
the great fresco painting around the frieze 
of the rotunda has never been completed, be- 
cause the two Houses could not agree upon 
the subject with which to close the gap. 

The Marquette statue, against which great 
objection was made, was placed in Statuary 
Hall in spite of numerous protests sent into 
Congress, and in the face of considerable op- 
position in the House. As this opposition was 
chiefly of a religious nature and did not con- 
cern the character of the man, the statue has 
been allowed to remain ae a representative 
of the State of Wisconsin. It is subject, how- 
ever, to future action by Congress. - 

In the case of Brigham Young, who led a 
religious faction which for years defied the 
laws, and who himself was to all intents and 
purposes a rebel against the government, the 
opposition in Congress would be overwhelm- 
ing."

purpose of taking his life. He purchased a 
revolver, a large pruning knife, and eight 
pounds of shot. That was night before last. 

He was taken into custody later by the 
Evanston police as he was on his way to 
throw himself into the lake. He confessed 
that his first intention was to shoot himself, 
and then, if this failed, to sever an artery 
with the knife. He reconsidered both these 
plans, however, and decided the best way 
was to cast himself into the lake loaded 
down with the shot. 

Mr..Rucker, who is 80 years of age, was 


nuated for several years and has been living 
at Clinton. He is considered wealthy, and 
his friends know of no reason why he should 
desire to end his life, unless his mind has be- 
come unsettled because of domestic difficul- 
ties. 

Mr. Rucker went to Evanston on the al- 
leged mission of visiting L. C. Pitner, anold 
friend. He arrived in Evanston on Wednes- 
day afternoon, but did not go near Mr. Pitner. 
He did go, however, to a local hardware 
store, where he purchased a revolver and 
one cartridge. A little while later he re- 
turned and bought a sharp pruning knife. 

Mr. Rucker, after supplying himself with 
these suggestive weapons, went to the Ave- 
nue House, where he ordered a meal. His 
actions in the dining-room were so peculiar 
they attracted the attention of the guests. 
After his meal he asked for a room, but re- 
mained there for only an hour. He paid the 
clerk, saying he could not sleep. 

The minister then appeared for the third 
time at the hardware store This time he 
wanted shot. He asked first for four pounds 
done up in pound packages. The shot was 
handed to him and he carefully tested its 
weight. He apparently was not satisfied, 
for he ordered four pounds more. 


Asks the Way to the Lake. 

Mr. Rucker next inquired of the clerk how 
far it Was to the lake, if the lake was frozen 
over, how deep the water was, and pursued 
a similar line of questions which caused the 
clerk to regard the old man.suspiciously. 

When the minister left the clerk called up 

the police station, and Policeman Ben Siegel 
was sent after Mr. Rucker. The patrolman 
overtook Mr. Rucker in the Sheridan road, 
which runs along the lake shore. 
’ In Chief Bartram’s office Mr. Rucker con- 
tessed that it was his intention to commit 
suicide. He pointed to the bandage on his 
wrist as an evidence of his stato of mind. 
He explained that the revolver would ‘not 
act properly. He had tried’ the knife on the 
towel in his room at the hotel, but was not 
satisfied with its sharpness. He then had 
decided that drowning was the best method 
of death. 

Mr. Rucker sagely remarked that he was 
now convinced that it was not his destiny 
to die a violent death and he guessed he 
would have ‘‘ to become a Calvinist.” He 
begged that no publicity be given to the mai- 
ter and promised faithfully not to make 
another attempt at suicide. 

Detective White accompanied the minister 
to the home of his niece at No. 9 St. James 
place. Mr. Rucker will return to his home 
at Clinton today. Mr. Rucker is separated 
from his second wife and this is said to have 
worried him a great deal.

London, Feb. 18.—It is still impossible to 
say positively whether the great drama 
which the nations are playing in the East 
is tragedy or comedy, melodrama or farce. 
The number of persons who believe it is the 
latter is increasing. The question then 
arises: ‘‘ For whose benefit is the farce be- 
ing played?” 

And none of the answers Is wholly satis- 
factory. The commonest suggestion is that 
the powers, or certain of them, have taken 
this means to deliver over Crete to Greece 
in order to avoid an anti-Christian uprising 
among Moslems generally, which might bé 
excited by the powers openly despoiling the 
Sultan of the island. 

Emperor William in EKarnest. 

Lord Salisbury and one or two others of 
the actors in the piece may be playing with 
his tongue in his cheek, but the German 
Emperor is not. He is terribly in earnest. 
He feels that his dignity is insulted by the 
defiance which little Greece flung back in 
reply to the protest of the powers, and he 
is still stalking from one embassy.to another 
in Berlin seeking consent to the blockade of 
Greek ports. There is no likelihood that 
any: such step will be taken. On the con- 
trary, it is strongly probable that Greece 
will secure the undisturbed possession of 
Crete when the matter is finally settled. 

It is impossible to name definite authority 
for this. view. It is simply the impression 
created by the great variety of information 
from the East and European capitals. It 
is the idea now generally held in diplomatic 
circles. It isthe confident belief—and here 
I do speak with authority—of the Greek 
Government, but the great mystery is what 
the Turk will do. 


Rumors Which May Mean War. 

It is persistently reported today that two 
or three battalions of Turkish troops bound 
for Crete have already left the Dardanelles: 
It is doubtful if this proves true. Such a 
move would quickly precipitate open war, 
for there is no doubt that the Greek fleet 
would attack the troopships, if necessary, 
to prevent a landing. Nobody now believes 
that the foreign fleet would protect the 
Turk under those circumstances; certainly 
no British ship would dare to fire a shot. 
A British broadside fired by Lerd Salisbury’s 
consent against the Greek flag at the pres- 
ent moment would cause the most ignomin- 
| fous downfall any British Ministry every 
* suffered. 

Dares Not Defend Turkey. 

Lord Salisbury has learned something of 
the British temper in this matter during the 
last few days, and he knows now, if he did 
not before, that his own party would not 
tolerate for a moment the burning of British 
powder in defense of the Turkish flag.

FORE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 


Valley ‘People There in Force—Will 
Fight All the Bills Except the One 
for the Tax Levy—Opposed to Ced- 
ing the Illinois and Michigan Canal 
Without Just Compensation—Hen-

Springfield, Ill., Feb. 18.—[Special.]—The 
House Committee on Drainage and Water- 
ways met this‘afternoon to consider the 
Chicago drainage bills, four in tumber. 
Large bodies of representative men from 
towns all along the valley were in attend- 
ance. Among the number were many well- 
known faces, including Commissioner Means 
of.Peru, Henry Mayo of Ottawa, and J. Cc, 
Ellwood of JoMet. ‘There are four of these 
drainage bills. 

The first of the measures—House bill No. 
166—proposes to amend Sec. 7 of the original 
act by inserting, after the word “‘ channel,” 
‘beyond Joliet Lake or pool, and no person 
or corporation shall acquire any right to in- 
crease the flowage of water by reason of any 
improvements or work in said Sanitary Dis- 
trict before passing into such river or nat- 
ural waterway beyond said lake or pool.” 

The apparent object of this amendment 
is to give the Sanitary District the right to 
construct a channel from Lockport to Lake 
Joliet and to control the water in the chan- 
nel that ie created by and through the City 
of Joliet. 

House bill No. 167 proposes to amend the 
drainage act so as to allow the Drainage 
Commissioners to levy a tax for the year 
1897 of 1% per cent, and for the years 1598 
and 1899 to levy a tax upon.the taxable 
value of the property within the limits of 
the Sanitary District of 1 per cent. 

Proposed Amendments. 

House bill No. 168 proposes to amend Sec. 
17 of the act creating the Sanitary District. 
These amendments have reference to giving 
the Sanitary District the power-of acquiring 


and using the Illinois and Michigan Canal 


down to Lake Joliet. 

House bill No, 169 proposes to amend Sec. 
93 of the act by incorporating the word 
‘‘private”’ before “existing water power 
right,” and also by adding “ by the Canal 
Commissioners without just compersation.” 
That amendment, as construed by the vailey 
people, has reference to the removal of the 
dams at Joliet or between the upper pool and 
Joliet and Lake Joliet. It requires the Canal- 
Commissioners to remove these danmis, and 
‘means if any existing water power rightsare 
injured or destroyed then the Canal Ccm- 
missioners shall compensate the parties in- 
jured for such destruction. 


Position of the Valley People. 


The position- of the valley people may be 
stated in a few words, as will appear from 
the following interview with Henry Mayo, 
who says: “ We are. opposed to ceding to 
the Drainage Trustees the Lllinois and Mich- 
igan Canal or any portion of it without just 
compensation being made by the trustees. 
Another reason is, that We are opposed to 
them in any manner controlling the exist- 
ing water power rights after the waterfrom 
their channel goes into any river or water- 
way. As to the right of the sanitary dis- 
trict toilevy taxes, it is thé opinion of the 
valley people that right ought to be con- 
ferred in order to enable them to carry out 
the provisions of the law and discharge 
their duties as such trustees as required by 
law.”’ 

The valley people will fight all these bills - 
except the one for the tax levy. As to the 
tax measure, they care nothing, believing 
that is the provinee of the people who pro- 


_poge to pay the taxes. 


These three bills, except the drainage tax 
measure, have, according to the statements 
of Lobbyist Cooley, emanated from the fer- 
tile. brain. of Commissioner Alexander J. 
Jones. Nobody seems to want them except 
Jones, who undoubtedly speaks for a ma- 
jority of the Drainage Board. Their inevita- 
ble effect will be to plunge the-people of the 
drainage district’ in debt for many millions 
of dollars, as condemnation proceedings in- 
evitably involve the payment of large sums 
to the people damaged... It would also bring 
about éndless litigation. . . 

Frank Wenter and one or two other of the 
trustees are here and are making a fight 
for the measures. Cooley is busily engaged 
in lobbying and log-rolling in the hope of 
showing the men who have employed him 
that his services are of great value, or, in 
other words, that he jis earning his salary. 


Committee Does Nothing. 


The board at its last meeting hung up an 
appropriation of $500 for Brother Cooley, 
which he doubtless hopes to get in the near 
future. The committee adjourned without 
doing anything. It will meet again next 
Wednesday; and it is doubtful if any de- 
cisive steps will be taken in the premises 
before weeks to come. The country people 
care nothing about the tax ‘levy, but if the 
bills take any definite shape amendments 
will be offered for the appointment of a coimn- 
mission to see that the flow of water shall 
not be less than 20,000 cubic feet per minute 
for each 100,000 inhabitants using the ditch 
as now contemplated by the act, . 


Before the Committee. 


Truestees Wenter and Braden and Attor- 
ney F: W. €. Hayes of Chicago, appeated be- 
fore the committee.and explained the pur- 
port of the bills. Mr. Wenter declared that 
the Drainage Board was $4,000,000 short to 
complete the channel and to makc Chicag 
connections through to Joliet. He said that 
two years ago the board asked for an in- 
crease and had hoped that would be enough, 
but that emergencies unforeseen had com- 
pelled an extension of the tax levy. 

Mr. Mayo, representing the valley inter- 
ests, said that they wanted the present law 
to stand without amendment, except that 
asking for an extension of the tax levy. 

At the conclusion of remarks by Mr. Rraden 
Mr. Nohe-moved that the committee adjourn. 
This created a stir among those representing 
the valley interests, as they wished to be 
heard further on Lhe bills. The motion to 
adjourn did not carry. 

Lyman Cooley of Chicago was then re- 
quested to explain the bills before the com- 
mittee. 


Questions Mr. Cooley. 


J. G, Ellwood of Jaliet asked Mr. Cooley 
somie pertinent questions in regard to what 
the Drainage Board intended to do. Ha 
wanted to know under what regulations they 
were going to firé blasts and if property was 
daraaged the parties-so- insured were to look 
fomredress from thre State, = % 

Mr. Cooley repifed by saying that public 
property could not be taken without a just 
compensation. He stated that the sanitary 
district needed further power and wished to 
be placed in a position to carry the canal 
through Joliet. _s 
_ Col. McNaughton of Jolletsaid: “ I would 
like to beljeye that the Sanitary District 
Trustees of Chicago were acting in geod 
faith. Questions have been. evaded to-keep 
the valley people in the dark. I hav® noth- 
ing against Chicago, but I think the valley 
people have some rights. : 

“ It was undefstood when this channel was 
first started that it was to run to Joliet, but 
the law did not require it. It was formu- 
lated to help Chicago get rid of. its siush. 
Only twenty-cight miles-of. the channel have 
been constructed ‘and it has cost $1,000,000. a 
mile. It will take at least $8,000,000 to com- 
plete the channel. The board does not ask 
the Legislature to appropriate $8,000,000 to 
camplete_it, and evidently they ddn’t intend 
to complete it. What they want is to give 
the valley people pure and undiluted sewage. 
The valley people now understand that the 
Chicago Drainage District does not intend 
te live up to the law.”’. 5 

Mr, McGoorty moved that the represente- 
tives of the valley interests be given oppor- 
tunity for discussion at the next meeting of 
the committee on Wednesday.” -

Adolph Nathan, Chairman of the Morals 
committee of the Civic Federation, said: | 

“Brigham Young ,was ‘without doubt a 
great leader to haye taken those people to 
the desert and made out of it such a beauti- 
ful city, but his namé-has become identified 
with the practice ofcpolygamy; ‘which is in 
our minds revotting’and barbarous. It m 
be it was not i» the minds of the Mormons 
of the. time immoral, because they were 
taught to look upon it as one of the tenots 
of religion. With that religion we do not, of 
course, agreé, and we regard polygamy as 
a great evilL..To benor a man who has upheld 
such. a- practice would be very distasteful 
to us, and I doubt if it could be done.”’ 

Francis W. Walker, another member of 
the committee, said: ‘*‘ The people of Ameri- 
ca believe in the home. They don’t believe 
in polygamy. It is absolutely contrary to 
the right ideas, as we entertain them, of 
life. The most we know of Brigham Young 
is that he was the leader of Mormonism, 
which justified and practiced polygamy. It 
would be an insult to our ideas of life to 
suggest putting a statue in Washington to 
the hero of polygamy. National honors 
should be paid only to the men who have 
done something for the Nation itself or for 
humanity, and Brigham Young doesn't come 
within this class. On the contrary, he did 
what he could, as most people think, to 
destroy it.” 


ANTON. BOENERT, BANKER, ARRESTED. 


Alphense. Kapp,. Who Had Money in 
the Steamship Agent’s Handa, 
Charges Embezzlement. 


"Anton Boenert, the steamship agent, No, 
92 La Salle street, was arrested yesterday on 
a warrant charging the embezzlement of 
$351.

HABEAS CORPUS IN THE IASIGI CASE. 


Attempt to Liberate the Turkish Con- 
sul-General Charged with 
Embezzlement. 


New York, Feb. 18.—Judge | Addison 
Brown of the United States Court late this 
afternoon granted a writ of habeas corpus 
in the case of Joseph Iasigi, Turkish Conégul- 
General at Boston, who is locked /up in the 
Tombs prison accused of embezzling over 
$200,000 in connection with the trusteeship 
of two estates in Massachusetts. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 18.—{Special.]}—There 
are records in the Probate Court of Suffolk 
County which ‘show that the estate of 
Francois Etienne Derieux was settled by 
Oscar Iasigi, brother of Joseph A. 
Iasigi, the Turkish Comsul-Géneral of 
Boston, who.is now held in New York awalit- 
ing the action of the grand jury for alleged 
embezzlement, early in the year 1897. 

The funds of Derieux and the other party, 
Charlies de la Villardiere, each of $60,000, 
were not trusts under a will. The funds 
were invested almost entirely, if not wholly, 
in American securities, stocks, and bonds. 

When Oscar Iasigi died Joseph A., his 
brother, asked to be continued as their agent. 
They agreed, and Iasigi took the stocks and 
bonds to the full amé@unt of the tio funds. 
Both Derieux and De la Villardiere thought 
that lasigi had given bonds in $100,000, as 
his brother had done. There is no record 
that any such bond ever was given. 

A letter is said to be in existence written 
by Iasigi in which he promised not to sell 
any of the securities without permission or 
instructions of Derieux and De la Vil- 
lardiere. 

Gen. Peabody will prosecute Iasigi to the 
end, through all the courts.

TANNERS KEEP UP AN UGLY FRONT. 


Street Fights and Mobs Mark Progress 
ef the Strike—Police Are Busy 
Quelling Trouble. 


an, 


Several street fights and incipient riots 
marked the progress of the tanners’ striko 


and lockout yesterday. 

In spite of the repeated efforts of the strike 
leaders to avoid violence great crowds of 
strikers, sympathizers, and hoodlums gath- 
ered about the Eisendrath plant all Gay and 
ut quitting time only a few of the nonunion 
men dared to venture outside the lines of the 
rolice guard about the buildings. The ma- 
‘ority of these were singled out by their 
watchful enemies and savagely attacked 
and beaten whenever found beyond the 
bounds of police protection. 

No concerted attack was made upon the 
plant or -employés, but a species of guerrilla 
warfare was kept up all day. 

The worst trouble came just before dark. 
when a few nonunion men attempted to 
reach the street cars under police guard. A 
running fight followed. Herman Escher, a 
nonunion tanner, was badly beatien by John 
Mathusick. Policemen Hagenow, I=mstedt, 
ard Dudley chased Mathusick several blocks 
and finally captured him in a boarding-house 
at North Morgan street and Chicago avenue, 
where ne was found hiding ina bed. He was 
locked up. Crowds of men, women, and chil- 
dren followed the prisoner and the police- 
men through the streets to the station. 

A crowd of men supposed to be strikers at- 
tacked Tony Rezinski, a nonunion man, on 
the Halsted street bridge and threatened 
to throw him intothe river. Several of the 
men carried bricks wrapped in newspapers. 
Rezinski promised not to return to work to- 
morrow and was allowed to go free. 

A street fight took place at Milwaukee 
and Cornell avenues at 4 o’clock, when some 
nonunion men left the Lambeau Leather 
company’s plant. One man was bedly beat- 
en. Policeman Hammond rescued him from 
a mob after a hard fight. 

The police officials predict a more serious 
outbreak than has yet occurred as soon a 
any general attempt is made by the bosses 
to fill the strikers’ places. The turbulent 
element was much more bold and aggressive 
yesterday, and the police feel there is little 
doubt of serious rioting in the néar future. 

John Chesney and “ Dick” Myers, who 
were arrested for shooting at nonunion men 
in the employ of the Lambeau company on 
Wednesday, were arraigned for trial in 
Justice Severson’s court yesterday. The 
case was continued. The men are not strik- 
ers, but sympathizers. John Holowbine, a 
striker, who was arrested for refusing to 
“move on,”’ was discharged. 

A wagon load of provisions and kitchen 
utensils was delivered at the Ejisendrath 
plant last night. The police guard will be 
increased today. 

The strikers’ meeting, held in the after- 
noon, passed the following resolution: 

** Resolved, That Tanners’ and Curriers’ 
Unions No. 5 and No. 6, in joint meeting as- 
sembled, cendemn all lawless acts purport- 
ing to be in our behalf; that we are thor- 
oughly opposed to all lawless measures, and 
will sift to the bottom all such acts and dis- 
re the offenders if they belong to the 
union.”’ ) 

A general strike of boxmakers and sawyers 
was declared yesterday at the plant of the 
Consumers’ Box Manufacturing company, 
No. 35 Ohio street. The men say the trouble 
is due to a broken agreement. 

Work on the union loop was stopped yes. 
terday by a general strike of 109 men in the 
building trades. The Angus & Gindcle Cor- 
tracting company is charged with employing 
nonunion stone cutters and er violations 
of an existing agreement. It was said last 
night that the men might return to work 
today as the result of a settlement.

Senators Send a Message. 


The reading of a telegram from Spring- 
field cast a feeling of good humor over the 
meeting, after the delegates had been duly 
reported. It only said: ‘‘ You have our 
hearty sympathy,” but as it was addressed 
to Chairman Gillmann and signed by Sena 
tors 8. H. Case and Frederick Lundin, it 
was taken to mean a great deal. 

The plan suggested for organization was 
then taken up for discussion, and was adopt- 
ed with the exception of the name and the 
constitution of the Executive committee. 

It was decided to call the central body the 
Cook County Business-Men’s Association, 
and to have an executive committee com- 
prised of one member from each \organiza- 
tion within the ceunty already in existence 
or to be formed which has for its purpose 
objects similar to those representec at the 
meeting. Labor unions will also be entitled 
to representation. Such a committee, it was 
argued, would be unwieldy on account of its 
size, but it was argued that it could name 
a smaller committee for active work. 


Naming Permanent Officers. 


Nominations for office were next declared 
in order, and there was an instant demand 
that John M. Smyth should be named for 
President. Others called for Dr. Ebert, who 
at once declared he would not be a candidate. 

Mr. Smyth also declined the offer. He 
said: ‘“‘It will bé absolutely impossible for 
me to serve as within a short time I will 
leave the city for three months. 
is importaht, and you must have a man who 
can give it all the time and energy neces 


sary.’ 

W. H. Durant then nominated Mr. Gill- 
mann, ‘‘ the father of the movement,” while 
Otto Ericson offéred the name of Marvin A. 
Farr. Both names were received with much 
cheering, and received each the indorsement 
of representatives of various assdciations. 

It wast argued, however, that’ the Real 
Estate Board had no delegates present, and 
finally, on motion of Delos Hull of Oak Park, 
the Secretary was instructed to cast the 
unanimous vote for Mr. Gillmann,

A mass-meeting of the Southwest Side 
Business-Men’s Protective Association will 
be held in Hoerber’s Hall, No. 714 Blue 
Island avenue, at 2 o’clock on Sunday. Two 
hundred members are already enroiled, and 
the officers of the association say they ex- 
pect to secure 3,000 names. 


GUS SANDBERG STRIKES A NEW SNAG. 


Bartender Tobin Charges the O’Malley 
Witness with Stealing the Coat 
in Which He Fied. 


Gus W. Sandberg, who was a prominent 
witness in the O’Malley cage, is not yet 
through with his troubes. He is the witnegs 
who described an attempt to kidnap him in 
order that he might be compelled to sign an 
affidavit that he had given false testimony. 

Sandberg said he escaped from his captors 
at the Palace saloon in North Clark street. 
Fartender Tobin now alleges that the over- 
coat which Sandberg wore at the time he 
fied from the saloon was his property and ac- 
cuses Sandberg of larceny. Tobin went be- 
fore Justice of the Peace George H, Woods 
yesterday and swore out a warrant for the 
errest of Sandberg. 

It has been the general impression that 
the overcoat in question belonged to 
* Cockey ” Roach, an ex-constable, who is 
more or less well known on the North Side. 
‘*Cockey’’ was so badly beaten by the 
“eang” on the night of the alleged kid- 
naping, however, that he has not had 
enough ambition since to inquire whether 
the cvercoat was lost, strayed, or stolen. 
He has drifted into a sad quiet, wherein 
he finds solace in porous plasters, beef 
steaks, and arnica. 

Accompanied by a constable, Tobin yes- 
terday morning called upon State’s-Attorney 
Deneen and made a demand for his garment. 
Mr. Deneen said that he had turned the 
article over to the police. Then Tobin went 
to Inspector Schaack. The Inspector said 
he knew nothing of the overcoat. Detective 
Walbaum had taken charge of it. When an 
inquiry was made as tothe whereabouts of 
Walbaum it was said that he had left the 
city. 

It was Saturday night a week ago, while 
the O’Malley trial was at white heat, that 
Sandberg had his alarming experience. He 
had testified to having seen O’Malley and 
Santry drinking beer together in Berger's 
saloon previous to the shooting. This testi- 
mony enraged the friends of O’Malley and 
a scheme was formed to have some fun with 
Sandberg. As he left the Criminal Court 
Building he was met by “ Cockey ”’ Roach, 
who invited him to haveadrink. ‘* Cockey "’ 
took him to various saloons and flatteringly 
introduced him as the man who had testi- 
fied against the Alderman. Sandberg ex- 
pected to be killed every moment, but he 
escaped injury. 

Finally Sandberg and Roach went to the 
Paiace saloon in North Clark street. There 
Sandberg found John F. O’Malley, Tobin, 
and others, and declared that he was offered 
a big roll of bills to sign an affidavit that the 
testimony which he had given was perjured. 
He refused, and his coat was taken from 
him to prevent his escape. When he object- 
ed he was told it way the intention to take 
him out and have a ‘* good time.”’

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| CABLE TRAIN RUNS RIOT. 


SOUTH LOOP OF NORTH SIDE LINES 
“ STRANDS ” AND STOPS TRAFFIC, 


Errant Grip Car Races from Monroe 
and Dearborn Streets Around te 
the Tunnel — Great Excitement 
Among Passengers, Pedestrians, 
and Vehicles in the Crowded Thor- 
oughfares—Collision in Frent of 
Hooley’s Theater—No One Injured. 


The “ stranding" of the down-town loop 
cable of the North Chicago system at 2:15 
o’clock yesterday afternoon caused gripcar 
No. 486 of the Lincoln avenue line to race 
madly from Dearborn and Monroe to La 
Salle and Randolph streets and tied up traffic 
south of Michigan street until late in the 
afternoon. 

The runaway train crashed into a limits 
car on the Wells street line when opposite 
Hooley’s Theater, and the shock released 
the rope. J. W. Meeker, the gripman, 
brought the train to a standstill on the curve 
at the entrance of the tunnel. 

When it was seen that the grip was fast 
in the clutch of the “ stranded ”’ cable Con- 
ductor H. McBarron ran ahead to warn 
drivers of vehicles and pedestrians of the 
danger, and there was no collision until 
Hooley’s was reached. The excitement was 
sufficient, while it lasted, to stop business on 
Dearborn and Randolph streets, fFortu- 
nately no one was hurt. 

Gripcar No. 767 on the Clybourn avenue 
line had a short experience with the broken 
strand before it wrapped itself around the 
grip of the Lincajn avenue car, but the 
strand pulled through and caught the grip 
of Meeker’s train while it was standing at 
Monroe street. With a jerk the car started 
forward without any preliminaries. People 
were still piling in when the train started 
north. Grumbling at the driver and hurling 
impolite language at the conductors, they 
en on as long as the cars were within 
reach. 


Narrow BRacapes in the Street, 

The driver knew at once what was the 
matter, and the way he kept his gong going 
was marvelous. The train passed close in 
front of a Madison street car, which was 
stopped just in time by the crossing police- 
man, and continued its course northward. 

Six policemen joined Conductor McBar- 
ron and ran before the train to stop vehicles 
and pedestrians. They passed Washington 
street panting like hunted rabbits, and when 
they got to Clark street half of them had to 
quit and give place to others. 

The passengers were apprised. of the 
trouble by the continual clanging of the 
gong and began dropping off, almost falling 
over one another in their eagerness to 
escape. 

Two women seated on the front seat of the 
gripcar began to cry and one of them almost 
fainted with fright. A man helped the 
one nearest the footboard to the ground and 
a mail carrier helped the other to alight just 
in time to prevent her from jumping off. 


Crashés Into a Waiting Car. 

Fortunately there was a considerable inter- 
val between the runaway and the next car 
in front. The gripman of the latter heard 
the shouting just as he was turning Ran- 
dolph and Dearborn streetg, and hurried 
forward to keep from being run down, buta 
Clybourn avenue car was in front of the 
Wells street train and necessitated the stop- 
ping of the latter opposite Hooley’s. The 
runaway erip crashed into the rear of the 
waiting train and sent it bowling into the 
Clybourn avenue car, but the Wells street 
grip had been loosened and the damage to 
the car was slight. The shock caused me 
loosened strand to uncoil from the iy Me 
the runaway, and Driver Meeker stopped his 
train. The other two trains were carried 
almost through the tunnel before the cable 
was stopped. . 

It was over two hours before the cars on 
the down-town loop were running again. 
The cable had to be drawn through the tun- 
nel until the broken part was in the repair 
vault at Kinzie street. Passengers from 
both north and south walked through the 
tunnel to reach their destinations. The 
Kinzie street “ ¥" was made use of until 
the down-town loop was again in operation. 


WHERE J$ YAN CLEAYE’S REPORT? 


City Clerk Asserts He Sent It, but Con- 
troller Wetherell Says It Has Not 
Reached Him. 


City Controller Wetherell yesterday sent 
word to City Clerk Van Cleave asking that 
he send in his supplemental report of the 
exact amount collected by him in fees last 
year. 

The message was delivered by Alexander 
Harper, expert accountant for thecity. Mr. 
Van Cleave greeted him with a smile and 
sent word he would personally hand over the 
report at 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

At that hour the City Clerk was in the Con- 
troller’s office attending a meeting of the 
Police Pension Board. After the meeting, 
in answer to a question by the Controller re- 
garding the supplemental report, Mr. Van 
Cleave said he had sent the report by a mes- 
senger over an hour previous. 

Mr. Wetherell, upon inquiry, learned that 
neither the report nor the messenger had 
reached his office. 

‘“ Perhaps the messenger has lost his way,”’ 
said Mr. Wetherell, dryly. ‘* The City Clerk 
has told me on several occasions he intended 
to turn over all fees he had collected which 
the law did not. give him authority to re- 
tain. I believe he intends to keep his prom- 
ise.”’ 

Mr. Van Cleave was seen last evening, but 
said he had nothing whatever to say on the 
subject. 


CITY TREASURY 13 IN GOOD SHAPE. 


Mayor Swift Issues a Statement Show- 
ing the Condition of the 
General Fund. 


Mayor Swift issued a statement yester- 
day showing the general fund in the City 
Treasury to be in good condition. On Jan. 
1, 1897, the balance to the credit of the fund 
was $2,429,754. The fund was increased §70,- 
663 during the year. Mayor Swift said: 

“The city lost $200,000 by reason of a 
large number of saloons going out of busi- 
ness, but even with these losses the balance 
in the general fund has been materially in- 
creased by economical management. The 
condition of the city government is better 
today than it has been at any time during 
the last ten years.”’ 

The Mayor is at work on a statement which 
will show the condition of the city’s float- 
ing debt, which during the last two years 
has been greatly reduced. 

A statement of the receipts and expen- 
ditures of the Building Department for the 
twenty-one months of Mayor Syift's ad- 
ministration, as compared with a similar 
period just previous, has been prepared by 
Commissioner of Public Works Downey. 
The difference in favor of the last twenty- 
one months is $32,272.

MOTHERS ARE THE RAGE. 


GREAT CROWD AGAIN ATTENDS THE 
CONGRESS AT WASHINGTON. 


Main Floor and Basement of the Larg- 
est Church tm the City Filled with 
People — Mrs. Ballington Booth 
Talks of Motherhood and Many Are 
Moved by Her Earnestness—Helen 
Gardner Delivers a Scientific Ad- 
dress—Margaret E. Sangster Heard. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 18—[Spécial.]— 
The assertion has been made over and over 
again that the present congress of mothers 
is one of the most remarkable gatherings of 
women ever seen at the capital. | 

The interest and enthusiasm are almost un- 


precedented. So great has been the attend- | 


ance that the provision originally made for 
the gathering has proved entirely inade- 
quate, and the immensity of the undertak- 
ing has required the most dextrous handling. 
Mrs. Hearst and Mrs. T. W. Birney have 
proved themselves equal to the emergency, 
and the largest church in the city has been 
secured for the audience. The capacity of 
even this building was insufficiegt this morn- 
ing, and the basement room, almost as large 
as the audience hall above, was resorted to 
as a place for an overflow meeting, where 
the papers were read at second hand. 

In the upper room the audience from the 
stage was a study in uncovered heads of 
women, the rule of removing the hat being 
strictly enforced by the request of one of the 
officers upon the stage. The President was 
the last to adopt the behest, as she remarked 
with nalveté she had been told her bonnet 
was so becoming, and removing it was.some- 
thing of a sacrifice. 


Mrs. Booth Opens Meeting. 

Mrs. Ballingtom Booth, wearing the pic- 
turesque uniform of the Volunteers, 
opened the meeting by devotional exercises, 
prayer, and hymn, “‘ Nearer, My God, to 
Thee,’ in which the vast audience joined in 
a soul stirring manner.

| ANOTHER CUT IN BISCUIT. 


EACH OF THE BIG CRACKER COMPA.- 
NIES MAKES REDUCTIONS. 


American and New York Biscuit Com- 
panies Sell Goods Below the Cost of 
Production to Injure Each Other— 
Diamond Match Company May 
Lease Sawmills—West Chicage Tun- 
mel Bonds Are on the Market—Mis- 
cellaneous Financial News. 


The Biscuit war continues, and each day 
brings reductions in the price of manu- 
factured goods. Announcement was re- 
ceived by grocers yesterday morning of a 
cut by the American Biscuit company, bring- 
ing prices down to the level established in 
the price list of the New York Biscuit com- 
pany issued Wednesday. The New York 
Biscult company, as soon as it received this 
price list, found that in some particular 
lines of goods the American had cut below 
them, and this resulted in another cut by the 
New York. 

The prices now being charged by both the 
Biscuit companies for standard grades of 
goods are below the actual cost of pro- 
duction. Each side claims the other will 
lose more than it, but each admits there can 
be no profit so long as present prices are 
maintained. It seems tobe pretty generally 
understood that there will be considerable 
loss so long as present prices are adhered to. 
What is more, neither side seems to have 
grown weary of the fight, and while a truce 
may be arranged which will lead toa restora- 
tion of old prices, there is nothing at present 
_ to Indicate it will come soon. 

Biscuit opened weak on the exchange yes- 
terday, the first quotation being 41, from 
which there was a decline to 40. It ad- 
vanced to 42%, but this advance was prompt- 
ly met by heavy selling from what appeared 
to be insiders. The advance was checked 
and there was a further decline to 41%, with 
the closing at 41%. Total sales for the 
day were 3,588 shares. There were many 
conflicting stories on the exchange to ac- 
count for the fight. Some believed insiders 
had brought it about for the purpose of 
forcing prices down to a point where they 
could accumulate some stock. It was said 
the word had been passed along the line be- 
fore the first cut was made to get short of 
Biscuit. This was given as the reason for 
the decline from 55 to 45, before it was ad- 
mitted there Was any war on between the 
two companies. 


Match Company May Lease Mills. 

A telegram received from Milwaukee by 
a brokerage house yesterday announced the 
Diamond Match company had leased the 
large plant of the Eldred Lumber company 
at Green Bay, Wis. It was said the transac- 
tion was contingent upon satisfactory rates 
being made by the railroads upon timber 
which the Diamond Match company intended 
to ship to the mills. The mills have a ca- 
pacity of 175,000 feet of lumber a day or 
35,000,000 feet for the sawing season. Of- 
ficials of the Diamond Match company denv 
that any negotiations have been completed 
for this plant. The company is negotiating 


gotiating for the sale of the logs which it 
nas in the Ontonagon River. If a satisfav. 
tory arrangement can be made for the sale 
of the logs the Diamond Match company will 
not lease mills for turning logs into lumber. 
George H. Webster, who is First Vice-Prest- 
dent and a director of the Diamond Match 
company, will leave Monday for Wisconsin 
and Michigan points. He will look into the 
offers of mills and also have an examination 
made of the logs to ascertain the amount of 
lumber that can be obtained from them. 
Mason, Lewis & Co. are offering for sale 
$1,500,000 of West Chicago tunnel bonds 
which mature in 1909 and bear interest at the 
rate of 5 per cent a year. Of this amount 
there has already been sold $150,000. These 
bonds are a first lien on the tunnel under the 
Chicago River at Van Buren street and 
they are secured by the lease of the tunnel 
to the West Chicago Street railroad which 
runs for a period of 999 years. The terms of 
the lease are not made public, but the 
amount is sufficient to pay all fixed charges 
and repairs.

ILLINOIS CENTRAL AND WESTERN 
FREIGHT REACH A COMPROMISE. 


Former Agrees to Put All Business To 
and From Association Territory 
Under Jufisdiction of Board of Ad- 
ministration, Provided It May Ex- 
clude Certain Export and Import 
Trafic by Giving Thirty Days’ 
Notice—Points in the Compact. 


An open rupture between the Illinois Cen- 
tral and the other Western Freight Associa- 
tion lines has been averted for the time 
being at least. The meeting of Presifents 
and executive officers yesterday adopted a 
compromise proposition submitted by the 
special committee appointed the day pre- 
vious regarding shipments to and from as- 
sociation territory via New Orleans. 

Under this arrangement the Illinois Cen- 
tral agrees to put all its business to and from 
association territory under the, jurisdiction 
of the Board of Administration of the West- 
ern Freight Association, provided, however, 
that the Illinois Central may exclude from 
the association agreement the export and 
import traffic via New Orleans from points 
west of the Mississippi River by giving thirty 
days’ notice to the association. The new 
arrangement, therefore, holds good only for 
the period of one month. 

Another stipulation is that the Board of 
Administration must give prompt attention 
to any demand for relief by the Illinois Cen- 
tral on account of outside competition. By 
securing this concession the Illinois Central 
holds the whip hand over the board, and if 
the latter does not grant its demand it can 
and probably will at once give the required 
thirty days’ notice of withdrawal from the 
agreement. 

Of great importance is the agreement 
reached with the Kansas City, Fort Scott, 
and Memphis railway, which has been di- 
verting much of the Kansas City export 
business to. Memphis, where it was taken 
by the Illinois Central and transported to 
New Orleans. The two lines were able to 
quote through rates which the Miseouri 
River-Chicago lines were unable to meet. 
The Fort Scott and Memphis now agrees to 
make all its business subject to the associa- 
tion agreement on terms that, after the 
Pittsburg and Gulf road has been in opera- 
fion for three months, should it be found 
that the Fort Scott road’s interests are being 
hurt by the Pittsburg and Gulf’s competi- 
tion, it may withdraw from the association 
agreement upon giving thirty days’ notice. 

Consideration was also given by the Pres- 
idents at yesterday’s meeting to the claim 
made by Comnrissioner Midgley and the 
Board of Administration that the present 
agreement does not make it imperative for 
them to fine a road for violation of agree- 
ment. The Presidents decreed that the 
board must inflict a penalty whenever 4 


violation occurs. 7 | 
The representative of the Chicago Great 


Western denied that his road was cutting 
rates from Kansas City to Chicago, and said 
his company would cheerfully obey any 
orders from the Board of Administration.

SWEARS THE JEWELRY IS INTHE RIVER

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FIVE ITALIANS HELD AS SWINDLERS. 


Suspected of Being Confederates of 
Fernald—One Wanted for a New 
Orleans Diamond Robbery.

names given by the prisoners, said to be as- 


sumed, are: Louis Semmie, Emil Markutie, 
Bavonnordo Bossalie, Philip Perrodzie¢, and 
Petro Bennadreao. 

Bennadreao was compared with the de- 
scription of the man wanted in New Orleans. 
It was found he answered the description 
perfectly, even to a scar under his eye. 
Jeweler Gall, it is said, was swindled by 
Andrea, Francis Pions, and John Aburzzo, 
who made a bargain with him to buy dia- 
monds to make a cross for a Cardinal in 
Rome and selected $10,000 worth. The dia- 
monds and the purchase money were placed 
in a satchel together, but later the satchel 
was changed, the men escaping before the 
deception was discovered. 

The police heard that the alleged gang was 
living at No. 3910 Cottage Grove avenue, 
and the house was surrounded and three of 
the men arrested. They were found in the 
rooms in the rear of a fruit store. Two 
more were found at No. 8854 Cottage Grove 
avenue, where the police found an elegantly 
furnished flat, in which it is said the men 
would give expensive suppers. 

The following people declared the prisoners 
to be swindlers at whose hands they had suf- 
fered: 8S. Brizzolara, No. 208 West Madison 
street, $75; L. Bacigaluppo, No. 726 Sixty- 
third street, $50; Henry Lutsch of Niles 
Center, $200; Louis Rainone of Sterling, Ill., 
$75; John Malatesta of Sixty-seventh and 
State streets, $700; Mrs. Burling, No, 1711 
State street, $900; Pierpont, saloonKeeper, 
$1,000. 

The method the men are said to have 
adopted in all cases was to engage the pros- 
pective victims in negotiations over a Bale of 
property, then to see that his roll of cash 
was confused with another roll of similar ap- 
pearance containing paper. In this way the 
accused are said to have had immensé sums 
“left”? in their hands by “accident.” 
In some.cases it is alleged the men would 
set upon the victim and rob him as soon as 
he showed his money. 

Fernald, who was captured on Wednesday, 
was before Justice Richardson yesterday 
charged with swindling Rainone, the fruit 
dealer of Sterling, Ill., but the hearing was 
set for Feb. 26.
